WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
N ixon W ednesday e m phatica lly 
d e c la r e d his in n o cen c e in the 
Watergate scandal, and urged the 
public to demand that the Senate 
end its W atergate hearings iuid their 
“ obsession with the past.” 
After a three-month silence on 
Watergate, the President came out 
swinging against his Senate critics 
and damaging testimony by 
his 
ousted W'hite House counsel, John 
W. Dean III. But he declined to 
rebut f^)ecific allegations against 
him or comment on the credibility 
of witnesses, saying “that is for 
the committee and the courts.” 
“After 12 weeks and 2 million 
words of televised testimony, we 
have reached a point at which a 
c o n t i n ue d , ba c k w a r d l o o k i n g 
obsession with W'atergate is causing 
this nation to neglect m atters of 
far greater importance to all of 


the 
American 
pt'ople,” 
he 
said, 
referring to inflation, the sagging 
dollar and foreign policy. 
“ITie 
time 
has come 
to turn 
Watergate over to the courts, where 
the questions of guilt or innocence 
belong,” NLxon said in a televised 
mid-evening speech to the nation. 
“ I ask for your help to ensure 
t ha t t ho s e who would e xpl o i t 
Watergate in order to keep us from 
doing what we were elected to do 
will not succeed.” 
In the lengthy address from his 
W’hite House C)val Office, and in

statoiient prepared by his lawyers, 
the President asserted “the simple 
truth” 
of

It was perhaps the most important 
speech in Nixon’s tempestuous, 27- 
year political career, and it followed 
publication of public opinion polls 
showing his popularity had sunk to 
record depths. 
The President sought to portray 
himself as trying throughout his 
greatest political crisis to discover 
the facts behind the sciuidal iind

But at the same time, he said 
he was determined to keep the tapes

discover the facts -a n d to lay those 
facts bt'fore the appropriate law 
enf orcement authorities so that 
justice could be done and tlie guilty 
dealt with.” he .said.

Mushrooming food price increases Wednesday caused 
ev en greater budget crises for householders scurrying 
through supermarkets in search of hard-to-find bargains. 
In New York City, the Department of Consumer Affairs 
released statistics showing food prices jumped 4.5 per 
cent last week, the largest increase in at least three 
months. 
Commissioner Betty Furness said, “We had anticipated 
price increases in meats and poultry but now those 
increases are also apparent in grain products such as 
bread and flour.” 
A breakdown of the marketbasket in the New York 
area showed bread and cereals up 10.1 per cent last 
week, meat and fish up 7.4 per cent and dairy products 
up 2.4 per cent. 
Reports from other areas confirmed the general upward 
mov ement. 
In Washington, D.C., the price of uncut chicken rose 
to 98 cents a pound up from 65 cents when phase 


IV went into effect July 18. The same trend was reported 
from other cities in the retail price of bread, eggs, 
milk and chicken. 
A lthough food pric e s occupied the a ttention of 
houswiv es, the prices of other products, generally at 
the wholesale lev el, were occcupying the minds of 
manufacturers and gov ernment officials. 
Kaiser Steel Corp. Wednesday joined other steel 
producers which hav e filed notice of price increases. 
Kaiser said its price hike request was “modest in relation 
to our cost increases.” 
On Tuesday the nation’s two biggest steel companies, 
U.S. Steel and Bethlehem, said they had notified the 
Internal Rev enue Serv ice they plan to raise prices $8 
to $12 a ton for sheet and strip steel prices. Under 
Phase IV rules, major companies must giv e 30 days 
notice before raising prices. 
O ther steel com panies, A rm co Steel, R epublic, 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube, Jones Laughiin, Wheeling- 
Pittsburgh and National Steel, also filed for increases.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jeb 
Stuart Magruder was reported 
Wednesday to hav e passed a lie 
detector test supporting his 
allegation that former Attorney 
General 
John 
N. 
Mitchell 
approv ed the Watergate break- 
in. 
The Washington Star-News, 
quoting “reliable sources,” said 
Magruder, former deputy direc­ 
tor of the Nixon campaign, took 
the test on oiders from federal 
prosecutors some time between 
April 14 and May 2. 
Magruder has acknowledged 
that he had lied the first time 
he appeared before the Water­ 
gate grand jury and during the 
January trial of the sev en 
original Watergate defendants. 
The Star-News said the results 
of the lie detector test indicated 
he was telling the truth when 
he went to federal prosecutors 
April 14 and offered to tell all 
he knew. He testified before the 
grand jury a third time on May 
2. 


The lie detector test “is 
considered by the prosecution 
to lend some credence to 
Magruder’s v ersion” of the 
Watergate story, the newspaper 
said.

It seems to be one of the distinguishing 
features of our time that so may supposed 
events, full of symbolic meaning and arousing 
profound onotion, did not in fact happen. 
Only recently we have had the - I suppose 
relatively minor - examples of the dike bom­ 
bing in North Vietnam, the supposed carpet 
bombing of Hanoi and Haiphong, and the sup­ 
posed destruction of a hospital. All of these 
were widely credited. All helped influence opi­ 
nion. But none of them occurred. 
Goering and Guernica 
Reaching ftirther back in time, it is now 
fairly clear that the widely received account 
of Guernica is almost surely false. The Nazis 
are supposed to have terror - bombed that 
Basque village, and Herman Goering is even 
widely believed to have admitted this at 
Nuremberg. The evkience now available to 
scholars, however, suggests that the Germans 
bombed m ilitary targets in and around 
Guernica, that some Italian bombs may have 
fallen on civilian targets through error, but 
that there was no “ terror bombing.” A 
forthcoming issue of National Review will 
print several articles on these points, 
including one that explodes the Goering item. 
Goering .said nothing at Nuremberg about 
Guernica. Nevertheless, Guernica remains one 
of the potent political myths of the 20th cen- 
tury. 
National Reveiw, by the way, has been do­ 
ing very useful work recently regarding other 
wkiely credited political myths. 
In the current issue, Francis Russell 
presents convincing evidence that Nicola Sac­ 
co, executed in Charlestown State Prison, 
Mass., on August 23, 1927, actually was guilty 
of murder as charged. The evidence r^arding 
Vanzetti remains less conclusive. Yet Sacco 
and Vanzetti are for many the working - class 
martyrs of the century. 
During the past fortnight we have seen the 
birth of another political myth, which may or 
may not be based on fact. According to a story 


published in the London Times under the byline 
of Father Adrian Hastings, Portuguese forces 
in Mozambique killed all or nearly all of the 400 
inhabitants of the village of Wiriyamu, and 
then burned the village to the ground. 
It is not impossible that such an event did 
occur, yet there are features of the whole af­ 
fair that raise doubts, as noted by James 
Burnham of, again. National Review. 
Reports from unnamed priests 
Father Hastings does not claim to have 
witnessed the massacre, but to have received 
reports from unnamed Spanish priests. TTiese, 
in turn, were not witnesses either, but receiv­ 
ed the informatk)n from a few victims who 
“managed to escape by flight.” These victims 
who managed to escape seem to have been 
remarkably literate for African villagers: they 
supplied the names, ages, and sex of a couple 
of hundred of the dead, and even supplied 
details of the supposed killings, including last 
words. According to Father Hastings, all this 
was part of a “ genocidal” campaign by the 
Portuguese. Yet the government forces in 
Mozambique are 70 per cent native, difficult to 
imagine in a “genockial” campaign. 
Finally, though the supposed massacre 
allegedly took place seven months ago, the 
Hastings story surfaced only a week before the 
v isit of Portuguese Prem ier M arcello 
Gaetano’s visit to England to celebrate the 
600th anniversay of the British - Portuguese 
alliance. 
There is much more to say about this 
particular story. 
But apropos of the modem use of political 
myth. It springs, I think, from the combination 
of rapkl communications and the existence of 
a mass audience. Masses tend to be moved by 
emotion, and to think in terms of symbol and 
image rather than in words and careful 
distinctions. And modern communications 
permit the easy manipulation of those sym­ 
bols. And note: Not many of these political 
myths do the West much good.

Progress against 
breast cancer 
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X-rays of the breast, or mammography, 
have been a great boon to the early detection, 
treatment and control of cancer of the breast. 
By this method, non-cancerous cystic masses 
can almost definitely be differentiated from 
those that are malignant. 
In addition, the technique of thermography 
sensitively measures the heat of the skin 
surfaces of the breast. This, too, is of great 
value in the diagnosis of breast tumors. 
Now, an additional diagnostic aid has been 
tried by Dr. Bernard A. Eskin, at the 
Philadelphia Medical College of Pennsylvania. 
It is known as the “ iodine uptake study” 
which previously has been so valuable in the 
diagnosis of thyroid disease. 
This new test seems to be a highly 
sensitive method which, in addition to those 
already in use, will add to the lifesaving 
statistics about cancer of the breast.

System does work 


WASHINGTON — Sooner or later. Sen. Sam 
Ervin, jowls wobbling and brows popping, will 
loose upon the country another Biblican ad­ 
monition: Woe unto the work! because of of­ 
fenses! For it must needs be that offenses 
cone; but woe to that man by whom the of­ 
fense caneth. 
That one seems a natural for the wise old 
senator because it proclaims the inevitability 
that man will transgress and the requirement 
that he be deterred. This is forgotten today by 
many who, sickaied by scandal piled up<xi scan­ 
dal, fear the American systan has gone sour 
and no longer works. But before we give up on 
it, let’s recall just what our system is and 
what it is not. 
If the noble experiment of 1776 had been 
based on the hope that American officials 
would be naturally honest and decent, that 
preskients and generals wouW never lie, that 
bureaucrats would uphold the law, that judges 
woukl always be just and that congressmen 
wouldn’t cheat, we wouW have to concede that 
their schane had turned out a sorry fiasco. 
But the government was founded upon the 
opposite assumptiwi: that rulers may be cwi- 
diticMied and constrained to do right but, in 
their natural state, they must ever be suspect 
of the worst follies and sins. 
Homo politicus 
So it was that the fathers inscribed on our 
founding documents an indictment of homo 
politk;us, per se, and a litany of the iniquities 
of George III, along with a prediction that his 
Amerk;an successors would turn out no better 
if left to their own resorts. 
The fathers set about restricting the 
mischief of officialdom by limiting its powers 
and by dividing up such powers as were pemnit- 
ted among different branches, so that each 
might act as a check on the others. A large 
portton was left to the people and the press, 
along with the obligation to act as watchdc^. 
But we forget our constitutional obligation 
to be exacting taskmasters toward the tem­ 
porary stewards who use our money and 
authority. We backslide and begin to equate 
citizenship with mere obedience, and 
patriotisn with symbols, songs and reverence 
toward office holders. And we get a secret war 
in Cambodia, an ITT case, a Watergate. 
Does this mean our structure of state is 
foundering? I think not. Our fathers protected

us against our own negligence. The American 
system was constructed like a battleship, with 
successive rings of watertight compartments. 
At any given time, only one or two need hold 
to keep the ship afloat. 


if all checks collapse 
When the threat comes, say from the 
preskiency as in Watergate, the structure 
sinks only if all its checks collapse - only if the 
press fails to expose, the opposition party 
declines to oppose, the public neglects to care. 
Congress refuses to resist, the courts demur 
from the law. 
In the light of Watergate, how has the 
system held up? Transgressions came against 
our liberties, against decency, against the law, 
against the electoral process itself, as our 
forefathers had foreseen. 
But even the trespassers were restrained 
by our traditions. It may be said for the Presi­ 
dent and the men around him that they at­ 
tempted no frontal coup. Their illegalities 
were attempted on the sly; their aggran­ 
dizements were pressed only as far as the traf­ 
fic could bear. 
The response? Sane reporters dkl their job 
of investigation. The opposition party went to 
court and, though tempted to settle for 
money, refused to do so. A slow trickle of truth 
began inexorably to command events. Public 
indignation built up, slowly but surely. Con­ 
gress, led by a venerable gentleman from 
North Carolina, who for many years has car­ 
ried a copy of the Constitution around in his 
pocket, rose to the occasion. 


Men are prone to lode first at outward ap­ 
pearances. To many of our people and to 
quemlous populations around the globe, Amer­ 
ica must appear in torment and turmoil; 
the Presklent on the run, the FBI and CIA 
compromised, the government paralyzed, the 
market jittery, TV serials interrupted, all 
started by a little break - in.

LONDON — An oW English proverb blithe­ 
ly asserts that, “ A spaniel, a woman and a 
walnut tree, the more they’re beaten the bet­ 
ter they be.” Whili» the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals now takes 
care of the ^niels and the Department of the 
Environment looks after the walnut trees, no 
one protects the wife in her own h«ne. 
Prime Minister Ekiward Heath, a bachelor, 
appeared embarrassed when he agreed in the 
House of Commons last month to have a 
“dossier of domestic cruelty” investigated im­ 
mediately. The cases compiled by Labor M.P. 
Jack Ashley were so horrendous that no one 
couU ignore them. One involved a woman 
whose baby was stillborn because she had been 
kicked in the stomach while pregnant. 


The press was quk:k to take up the call for 
action. The Observer cited the case history of 
a woman it called Margaret, aged 24, with two 
children. Her husband, a self - employed 
engineer, began beating her two days after 
their wedding. Despite a $70 fine for assault — 
or maybe because of it — the beatings con­ 
tinued. The police dkl nothing. They contended 
that it was not their job to enforce injunctwns 
of the court. 
Wife-beating hardly is a new phenomenon. 
Wives have been subjected to brutality at the 
hands of their spouses since being proverbially 
dragged out of the cave by their hair. One of 
the most harrowing scenes in all of Dickens is 
Bill Sikes’ fatal beating of his wife, Nancy, in 
Oliver Twist. Nevertheless, the problem of 
violence in marriage is rarely talked about in 
England. 
An act of Parliament dating from 1878 
pemiits a married woman to seek a separation 
order from magistrate’s cxxirt if her husband is 


convkited of assaulting her. But few wives 
have resorted to this procedure. The reason, a.s 
Heath toki Parliament, is that the typical 
battered wife is afraid to give evidence against 
her husband. 
Policemen, moreover, generally hesitate 
to interfere in domestic affairs except when 
really serious injury is involved. To that, 
Ashley says: "My argument has bet., that the 
police go to great lengths to avoid taking ac­ 
tion against husbands guilty of criminal 
assault, thereby encouraging vicious 
husbands.” 
An artkile in The Observer by l^ouis Blom- 
Cooper, a Queen’s Counselor, provoked a flood 
of angry letters from married women and 
social workers. They objected to his assertion 
that many people in England “ do not ordinari­ 
ly think of violence between husband and wife 
as criminal behavior.” In fact, he went on, an 
occasional beating “ is part of a relationship 
whkih gives some satisfaction to both parties.” 
Many of those who wrote in reply pointed 
to the helpless position of the beaten wife: The 
polk;e turn a blind eye, legal akl may be unob­ 
tainable, and the housing shortage makes it 
nearly impossible to pack up and move out. Mrs. 
Erin Pizzey, who runs a Women’s Aid center in 
Chiswick, said that wcMTien who left their 
hcfnes because of “domestic muggings” are 
not considered homeless by kx?al authorities. 
Parliament has now directed chief con­ 
stables and police authorities to pay closer at- 
tentwn to battered-wife cases. In addition, 
Ashley has called for “ a radical transforma­ 
tion in the attitude of the police.” One is left 
with the suspkiKMi, however, that very little 
will change — until such time as Parliament is 
asked to take up the problem of the battertni 
husband.

“The ratio of high-rank ing 
officers to enlisted men is far 
ou t of proportion." Mondale 
said in a statement. He said 
there are more three and fou r- 
star generals in u niform today 
than in World War II when the 
military was fou r times as 
large. He said the Army had 
sev en recru its for each ser­ 
geant 25 y ears ago bu t now has 
more sergeants than recru its.

Ecology comer 
Soda pop firms bottle up bill

When we were Boy Scouts, 
quite some time ago' the mot­ 
to was “ Be Prepared.” 
That still applies to us and 
is very important. 
For inst^ce, do you have an 
emergency file? 
Suppose you have a stroke 
or are unconscious after an 
accident! 
Does your wife or husband 
or diildren know where to find 
the extra key to your house or 
apartment or safety deposit 
box? 
Do they know where your 
insurance information is? 
Do they know where your 
house deed, car title, mar­ 
riage certificate and other 
papers are kx^ated? 
This is why a page or folder 
of vital inform ation, kept 
where your wife or husband 
can easily find it, is very 
valuable. 
And do not stop there. Give 
a copy to a son or daughter or 
lawyer. Remember that a lot 
of couples both die in one acci­ 
dent these days. 
And just because you feel 
you are “ poor” don’t let that 
stop you fnm taking these 
precautions. If you have only a 
little proptTty or money it is 
all the more important that 
your survivor get it at the 
least cost and worry. 
An em ergency file is 
especially important for a 
husband to write since women 
generally live about four 
years longer than men, ac­ 


cording to insurance tables. 
But this is no excuse for a 
woman not to make a similar 
file. Note the following facts: 
Even before making an 
emergency file every retiree 
should carry in his or her 
wallet a card telling who to 
notify in case of accident, giv­ 
ing address and phone 
number. Give two names in 
case one is not available. 
If you regularly need special 
pills or injections for an 
illness be sure to note this on 
that card. 
Now as to making out your 
file: 
1. List accurately where to 
find all your records, such as 
insurance policies, ptmsion in­ 
formation, military facts (in 
case of severe illness, can you 
be taken to a veteran ’s 
hospital?) and investments. 
2. List who you owe what — 
debts, mortgage, etc. 
3. List all checking and sav­ 
ing accounts, credit union, 
etc. If you have money hidden 
away note where it is and put 
in a sealed envelope». Give to 
someone you trust, to opt»n 
after your death. 
4. List in detciil the Social 
Security, savings, pension, 
insurance and investments 
that y(xjr wife or husband can 
expect after your deatli. 
5. List where to find all 
valuable personal property, 
jewels, antiques and expensive 
items. 
6. Keep your inccwne tax in­ 
formation for the past thrw 


years. The IRS can check on 
your income three years back 
even though your income may 
have been anall. 


7. L i s t any s pe ci al 
preferences you have for a 
lawyer or funeral director or 
for any other matter. Note 
where to be buried. 
Finally, especially note that 
we have not mentioned two 
very important things to do in 
regard to your retirement in­ 
come. These are writing a will 
and, if you are married, pro- 
v i d i n g 
the 
r i g h t of 
survivor^ip in your financial 
accounts. No matter how 


small your income these w>l) 
save your survivor money. 
We will discuss these twf- 
matters in our next column. ’

W illiam Ecenbarger, the 
legislation has been buried in 
lîommittee by an interesting 
assortment of lobbyists who 
Have bluntly informed the 
lawmakers that the bill is 
definitely not their “ real 
^hing.” 
All of the percolation by the 
cola and un-cola backers tend­ 
ed, not su rp risin g ly, to 
pverlook the sharp reduction 
of discarded litter that has 
occurred in areas with similar 
laws; 
also the concomitant 
help to the taxpayer’s wallet. 
! Industries battling the ban 
hiclude steel, aluminum and 
glass. The steel workers, 
^lassmakers and Teamsters 
unions have also joined hands 


with management to deposit 
their opposition along with 
the bottlers, canners, brewers, 
soft drink manufacturers and 
retailers. 
Several hundred Monroe 
County reskients who signed 
petitk)ns backing the bill last 
spring will be disappointed to 
learn of its untimely demise.

Much help available 
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Try now for school loans

NEW YORK — If y ou plan to 
b orrow money to finance col­ 
lege or v ocationa 1-school a t­ 
tendance this fall, the time to 
apply is now; processing may 
take 10 to 12 weeks. 
You may b e su rprised at 
how mu ch help is av ailab le. 
C e i l i ngs on 
f e d e r a l l y 
sponsored 
loans hav e b een 
raised, and some eligib ility 
criteria hav e lib eralized. 
Bu t y ou also may need more 
financial assistance than y ou 
thou ght y ou wou W. Costs of 
higher edu cation hav e risen 
sharply . 
The U.S. Office of Edu cation 
reports that the cost of tu i­ 
tion, hou sing, and food — b u t 
not personal ex pends — at a 
priv ate fou r-y ear college now 
av erages $3,28 1 a y ear, u p 
from $2,712 in the fall of 1970. 
At schools of the Iv y Leagu e 
v ariety , the b ill may ex ceed 
$5 ,400. A y ear in law school 
cou W ru n $5 ,000 or more, and 
in medical school, $8 ,000. 
If, howev er, y ou settle for a 
pu b lic fou r-y ear college in 
y ou r home town or state, y ou 
may get b y for ab ou t $2,100, 
inclu ding 
tex tb ooks and all 
other ex penses. T ha t’s the 
cu rrent av erage cost at su ch 
institu tions, reports the Col­ 
lege Scholarship Serv ice of the 
College E ntrance 
Ex amina­ 
tion Board. 
See financial officer 
The first person to see when 
y ou seek a loan is the financial 
officer of the school y ou hope 
to a t t e nd . He knows the 
details aBou t the v ariou s pro­ 
gr a m s , has the ne c e s s a r y 
application forms, 
and can 
tell y ou how to proceed. 
More important, he’s u su al­ 
ly the one who determines 
eligib ility for akl from pro­ 
gram s req u iring a showing of 
financial need. When an appli­ 
cant is deemed eligib le the 
finance officer recom m ends 
that he or she receiv e a loan 
in a 
s pe c i f i e d a m ou nt , 
a l t hou gh s om e t i m e s the 


lender will lend more. 
Before consu lting the finan­ 
cial officer y ou shou ld hav e a 
general idea of what ty pes of 
akl are av ailab le. Here are 
the major categories: 
Federally gu aranteed loans. 
Thes e loans a r e mad e b y 
priv ate lenders su ch as b anks, 
credit u nions, or the colleges 
themselv es, b u t Uncle Sam 
pay s the interest (sev en per 
cent annu ally ) and sometimes 
ev en gu arantees repay ment. 
Up to $2,5 00 a y ear ~ an in­ 
crease from $1,5 00 last y ear — 
can b e re q u e s t e d in most 
states (terms of these loans 
v a r y a b it f r om s t a t e to 
s t at e) . Repay me nt u su ally 
mu st b egin 9 to 12 months 
a f t e r the s t u d e nt l e a v e s 
school, b u t it can b e deferred 
for u p to 3 y ears if the b or­ 
rower is in the armed forces, 
the Peace Corps, or VISTA, or 
if he resu mes fu ll-time stu dies 
in an approv ed school. 
The total amou nt of deb t 
ou tstanding may not go ab ov e 
$7,5 00 for u ndergradu ates or 
v ocational-school stu dents, or 
$10,000 for those in gradu ate 
school. 
New changes coming 
An important change was 
made this y ear in the ru les for 
deciding who may receiv e the 
f e d e r a l i nt e r e s t b enefi ts. 
H e r e t of or e t hese b enefits 
w e nt to s t u d e nt s f r om 
families with an annu al ad­ 
ju sted income of $15 ,000 or 
less; now the cost of atten­ 
dance is weighed against a 
stu dent’s financial resou rces. 
F'or ex ample, if a stu dent 
mu st hav e ex pensiv e eq u ip­ 
m e nt for a s c i e nt i f i c or 
medical cou rse, or if others in 
his family are attending col­ 
lege at the same time, he 
may q u alify for the b enefits 
ev en thou gh the family ’s in­ 
come ex ceeds $15 ,000 a y ear. 
If y ou don’t q u alify y ou still 
may b e ab le to get one of 
these loans, b u t y ou ’ll hav e to 
pay the i nt e r e s t y ou r s e l f 
while in school.

HARRISBURG - Special 
unemployment benefits — 
D isaster Unemployment 
Assistance (DUA) — are now 
available to persons unable to 
work because of recent heavy 
rains and flooding in 10 coun­ 
ties of the Commonwealth, 
State Secretary of Labor and 
Industry Paul J. Smith has an­ 
nounced. 
In the federally funded DUA 
program, a weekly $66 will be 
paid to eligible Pennsylva­ 
nians, Smith said. 
The counties classified as 
disaster areas by Presidential 
order and proclamation by 
Gov. Milton J. Shapp include 
Monroe, Northampton and 
Wayne. 
Smith emphasized that 
p'ersons unemployed as a 
result of the flooding should 
visit their nearest local 
Einployment Service office to 
determine eligibility for DUA 
benefits. 
"Gov. Shapp joins us in try­ 
ing to extend all possible 
benefits to eligible Pennsyl­ 
vanians who have been hit 
so hard by recent extremely 
heavy rains in certain areas of 
the Commonwealth — some of 
them sustaining more damage 
to their properties even than 
after Hurricane Agnes,” 
Smith added. ' 
Eligible Pennsylvanians 
have until Sept. 10 to file 
applications for DUA benefits. 
Under DUA, the self- 
employed and several other 
categories of flood victims 
who would not be eligible for 
regular state unemployment 
compensation could receive 
these special weekly benefits. 
Also, the program guaran­ 
tees a minimum of $66 to 
those eligible for regular 
unemployment compensation, 
which ranges from a minimum 
of $12 to $91 a week, primarily 
depending upon their wages 
before becoming unemployed 
because of the flooding. 
As an example, if a person 
out of work qualifies t)ecause 
of heavy rains for $45 in 
regular unemployment com­ 
pensation, he would get an ad­ 
ditional $21 to bring the total 
up to $66. 
TTie DUA compensation is 
payable for a maximum of 30 
weeks. 
The DUA program covers 
persons who: 
— Are unable to work 
because their place of employ­ 
ment was put out of operation 
by flood. 
— Are self-employed but 
prevented from working by 
the effects of flood. 
— Completed school or 
training 10 weeks prior to the 
disaster and can’t find work 
because of flood.

often been overlooked, ac­ 
cording to Edminster. 
Ponding occurs on poorly 
drained soils with either a 
minimum slope or a barrier 
that impedes surface runoff. 
In siMTie areas ponding is the 
rule rather than the excep­ 
tion, says Edminster. While 
stream or river flooding can 
cause danger to life and prop­ 
erty, people tend to overlook 
the consequences of poor 
drainage, he said. 
Large pools of water can 
isolate hwnes frcxn services 
when access becanes difficult 
or impossible. The pools can 
cause health hazards also, 
along with af f e cti n g 
basements of houses and caus­ 
ing malfunctioning septic 
systems. 
State Conservationist Ben­ 
ny Martin said the soil service 
is studying flood conditions 
and m u d s l i d e a r e a s 
throughout the state.

Flood prone communities 
are areas subject to flooding 
by a 100-year frequency storm. 
In other words, a c(«nmunity 
with a one per cent chance of 
flooding yearly.

He spoke on his 11 years as a 
state trooper and the drug 
problan in the Monroe County 
area. 
The trooper said, “ Mari­ 
juana is still the biggest prob­ 
lem in this area because it 
can be grown.” 
Drozdowski said “other than 
marijuana, the county has no 
major drug problem.” 
He said he knows of no 
heroin arrests in the area but 
said eight former heroin users 
are on the local MHMR 
methadone program. 
The state policeman was 
dianayed at the recent court 
decisions in Pennsylvania 
regarding marijuana arrests. 
“ With the recent court 
decisions, it’s a headache to 
the police in term s of 
evWence.” 


He said prior to June, 1972, 
it was a felony with a five- 
year prison sentence if a 
person was convicted of 
possession of marijuana. 
Now Drozdowski noted it is 
a summary offense with a 
maximum sentence of a 30-day 
jail term. 
The Stroud Towndiip resi­ 
dent doesn’t believe tough 
soitences are a deterrent to 
drug sentences. He said many 
marijuana users try harder 
drugs like hashish and speed 
because they are associated 
with a drug-oriented group 
and desire a better “ high.” 
Drozdowski discussed how 
marijuana is grown, the dif­ 
ferent forms in which it is 
sold, and also passed around 
to Kiwanians samples of mari­ 
juana, seeds and hashish.

Striking haulers refuse temporary dump area

STROUDSBURG — Striking 
liquid waste haulers Wednes­ 
day rejected the opportunity 
to dump sewage on an 
emergency dumping ground in 
Coolbaugh Township. 
By a 54 vote the nine septic 
and holding tank cleaners vot­ 
ed to continue their work 
stoppage at least until their 
next meeting later this week. 
Hauler spokesman William 
Halterman said he had been 


notified haulers could dump 
seN^age on a tract owned by 
Mt. Airy Lodge. He said a 
te m p o ra ry p e rm it for 
emergency dumping had been 
obtained by Herman Martens, 
co-owner, from the Depart­ 
ment of Environmental Re­ 
sources. 
“ We can start dumping 
tixnorrow if we want to,” 
Halterman toW haulers. “ But 
if we do, everything we ever 
went on strike for goes right 
down the drain. We will have 


lost 
everything 
we 
were 
after.” 
He charged haulers would be 
handcuffed by D Eil if they 
u tiliz ed the Coolbaugh 
Township site. 
“ They’ll (DER) just say ‘we 
found you a site now, our 
job is done’ if we dump on 
that field,” Halterman charg­ 
ed. 
“ They’ll never find us any 
more sites,” he warned. 
Hauler Harold Smith said 
the site would be polluted 


within days if all rtine in­ 
dividuals began dumping. 
“Gripes, we'd overload the 
place so fast they wouldn't 
know what hit it," Smith 
alleged. “ We just have to 
have sites with more size and 
spread out a little bit. 
“ If we don’t go back to work 
soon, w e’re going to get 
burned-bad,” one hauler said. 
He was referring to outside 
waste haulers coming in and 
pumping out septic tanks. 
Hauler Bryden Newhart said 


he knew of an instance in 
Pocono Township where a 
Northampton Gount>' hauler 
emptied the septic tanks of a 
factory. 
“ Henry Yeske came in and 
pumped out the Palm a 
Fashion factory in Tan- 
n e r s v ille .” exclaim ed 
Newhart. 
“ He’ll regret it when I’m 
through with him. I’m going 
to have a warrant sworn out 
on him charging him with 
illegal soliciting within 
the 


township.” Newhart angrily 
charged. 
Plant manager Carmen 
Palm a told The Record 
earlier this week his system 
was due for a semi-annual 
cleaning in September. 
“We have 80 people working 
here and this means there will 
be 80 people out of work if we 
can’t get this done,” Palma 
said. 
Halterman blasted DER for 
causing the problem, saying 
haulers should be allowed to 


dump on the sites they had 
been using before the strike 
until a number of approved 
dumping gi'ounds are found by 
DER. 
He said D ER represen­ 
tatives from Harrisburg who 
were sent to Monroe County 
to help haulers gain quick ap­ 
provals had not done their 
jobs. 
“ They checked one site, 
then said they had to go back 
to Harrisburg,’’ Halterman 
said. 


Whatever is happening, 
haulers say residents across 
the county are beginning ta 
feel the pinch, as reports* of 
septic tanks backing up into 
toilets begin to trickle in. 
But haulers admit they also 
are feeling the effects of the 
strike. “ I ’ve got my kids 
eating one meal a day now,” 
said hauler Willie Harper. 
“ But that’s not going to 
make me back down. Until I 
can dump legally 
I'm not 
backing down."

MOSCOW 
(UPI) - Fred 
Samara, the best U.S. hope in a 
star-studded decathlon field at 
the World University Games, 
today criticized Soviet officials 
for kicking the Americans off 
the Lenin Stadium track for the 
second straight day of workouts 
there. 
Samara, 23, a senior at the 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
said the U.S. track men had 
their workouts cut short by 
Soviet officials so that the 
stadium could be utilized f(jr 
opening ceremony rehearsals. 
“ We had planned to train at 
least two hours a day both 
Tuesday and W e d n e s d a y,” 
Samara said. “ But so far the 
most time they have given us is 
45 minutes. Meanwhile, after 
kicking us off, they went ahead 
and let the athletes from some 
of the Communist countries 
work out.” 
Asked if any of the U.S. track 
men 
questioned 
the Soviet 
action. Samara replied: “ Sure, 
but they just shook their heads 
and 
mumbled, 
’not 
under­ 
stand.’” 
Despite the harassment from 
the stadium officials, Samara 
called the decathlon field " the 
best ever assembled and it 


should be a tremendous compe­ 
tition.” 
Besides Samara, the field 
includes the seven top decath­ 
lon men in the world, including 
Nicolai Avilov of the Soviet 
Union, the world record holder 
for the event. 
Samara, a native of New 
York City, was injured at last 


year’s Olympic trials and did 
not make the trip to Munich 
although he has considered one 
of America’s brighest hopes in 
the grueling K^event decathlon. 
So far, his best point total has 
been 7,777-quite a bit shy of 
Avilov’s world record of 8,454. 
“ The competition here alone 
makes me feel that I can hit 


8,000,” he said. “ Of course, it 
hasai’t been easy training—as 
you can probably imagine. 
“ For the first two days, we 
didn’t even know the Lenin 
Stadium was available to us. So 
instead, we worked out at a 
tiny little track across from the 
University compound. It was so 
hard, it felt like Route 80.”

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Ruth 'greatest ever/ Stroudsburg man recalls

STRO U D SBU RG - Ray 
Welsh has seen them all. He 
still speaks of Pie Traynor and 
W alter Johnson and Honus 
Wagner. In the same breath 
he talks of Pete Rose and Joe 
M o rg a n and Ro b e rto 
Clemente. 
But as far as Ray Welsh is 
‘concerned, Babe Ruth was the 
.“ most popular and greatest 
home run hitter I ever saw.” 
• , Welsh, who lives at 1057 
Fritz Ave., Stroudsburg, has 
been a baseball fan from his 
boyhood days in Western Penn­ 
sylvania. But he can speak of 
the Ruths and the Henry 
Aarons and all the rest with a 
little more authority than 
most. 
*>From 1946 to 1951 he was 
associated w ith the old 
Brooklyn Dodgers. He was in 
charge of the tryout camps 


which were scattered all 
around the country. After 
leaving the Dodgers he hooked 
up w ith the Pittsb u rg h 
Pirates, for whom he worked 


for 10 years. 
It was really no coincidence 
that he went with Pittsburgh. 
Branch Rickey, whom Welsh 
saki “ seemed to like me,*’ 
went fr«n BrooklyTi to Pit­ 
tsburgh about the same time. 
A fte r dropping out of 
baseball for several years 
Welsh, who still wears the 
1949 World Series ring of the 
Dodgers, joined the Cincinnati 
organization, for whom he 
s till works as a running 
instructor. 
Welsh, who is an extremely 
youthful looking G9, said he 
saw the legendary' Ruth, who 
died 25 years ago today, play 
only twice. But it was oiough 
to leave a lasting impression. 
"W'e lived in Western Penn­ 
sylvania,” the foiTner East 
Stroudsburg State College 
basketball coach recalled. 
“ CXir chances to see Ruth play 
were ver>’ slim cwnparod to 


somebody fran this area. 
“ But I did see him play in 
W ashington against the 
Senators in 1927 or 1928. What 
a man he was. I also saw him 
when I was a kid. My father 
took me to Pittsburgh on the 
train and we saw him in 
Forbes Field. 
“ When I saw Ruth play 
everybody was crazy about 
him. There was no comparison 
to him as far as another 
player except perhaps Lou 
Gehrig. The thing that amaz­ 
ed me most about Ruth was 
his size, strength and c(mi- 
fklence when he got hold of a 
bat. He just seemed to walk 
into the ball.” 
There are hundreds of 
stories about Ruth, but Welsh 
tells of one relattnl to him. 
“ One of the scouts told me 
about Ruth hitting a ball to 
rightfield. It was hit so hard 
it tore the glove off the 


rig h tfie ld e r, broke his 
sunglasses and hit him on the 
forehead and knocked him out 
coW.” 
For nearly 30 years Welsh 
has been around hitters — 
guys like Ted Williams and 
Stan Musial and Mickey Man­ 
tle. 
“ But I just can’t compare 
anybody to Ruth as far as hit­ 
ting. There was just one Babe 
Ruth.” 
Welsh talks about Williams 
and Musial and Mantle as be­ 
ing “ natural hitters” who 
“ studied the art.” 
‘ Ted Williams was a great 
hitter,” Welsh recalls. “ I lov­ 
ed to see him hit. But he was 
not a better natural hitter 
than Ruth. He just studied it 
more. To him it was a science. 
“Ruth was just a natural 
bom hitter. He wouW not 
have been any better if he 
studied it or had instruction. 


When ever Rutli took a cut at 
the ball it was just so smwth 
and easy. It just sort of glided 
out of the park. 
“ Ruth never sliowtxi overex­ 


aggeration or strain while hit­ 
ting a ball. He just had great 
natural ability.” 
Although Welsh does not say 
to day’s p layers have it 
“ soft.” he says hitting home 
runs in Ruth’s day was much 
harder. 
“ Today they have such 
outstanding equipment com­ 
pared to what they had 
before. And remember 
back 
then they had the spitball and 
the forkball. And they loaded 
the ball up with iinything tliey 
couW find — alum, tobacco 
juice, anything.”

Home run king in the minds of 
millions of Americans after 
'Aaron surpasses his greatest 
record. Some of them are 
"undoubtedly racists and others 
>re professional old-timers who 
yeam for ‘ ‘the good old days of 
their youth.” 
. Bu t many others are average 
people who were awed by the 
sight of Ruthian majesty and 
have never been as emotionally 
affected by Aaron or any other 
athlete. Some of these aren’t 
‘even baseball fans. They may 
be housewives who heard their 
husbands talk about Ruth and 
then saw him in a game or a 
railroad statk)n and remember 
it as a shining moment when 
they saw a special kind of 
greatness. 
Those who will continue to 
regard Ruth as the all-time 
home run king can support 
their belief by showing the 
Babe averaged 8.5 haners for 
every 100 at-bats while Aaron 
has averaged 5.7 for every 100 
at-bats. They can also point 
.that Ruth 
often 
hit more 
homers in a season than any 
team in baseball...that as late 
' as 1927 he was hitting 14 per 
„cent of all the homers hit by 
Amerk:an League players...and 
that from 1920 through 1933 he 
„hit a total of 637 homers or an 
average of 45.5 per season. 
Such figures form the basis of 
the “case for the Babe” but

Probably the stickiest pro­ 
blem of all is the “ lemon” 
bought by an innocent con­ 
sumer - for while dealers will 
patch and re - patch the pro­ 
duct, once a real lemon, 
always a lemon. And the 
owner of it is stuck with it. 
How many times have you 
watched and waited in utter 
frustration while the dealer’s 
servicemen dkl everything ex­ 
cept the one thing they should 
have done at the start - given 
you a new product?

the appliance industry’s 
organization set up to deal 
with consumer complaints

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Phase IV — curtain goes up on unhappy production

WASHINGTON — As the cur­ 
tain goes up on Phase IV, the 
stage is set for an unhappy 
production: A rewritten play 
opening before a weary 
audience, authored by White 
House scriptwriters who don’t 
like the plot and backed by a 
producer who hopes it closes 
after a short run.

Almost 
nobody high in the Ad­ 
ministration thinks this is a 
really good idea, including 
Nixon, who hopes to scrap the 
controls by year’s end. 
There are many reasons of­ 
ficials are skeptical about 
Phase IV. Talks with top 
economic advisers, controls - 
program administrators and 
others indicate these are the 
most important: 


Food price increases and 
shortages, the most explosive 
political threat to Phase IV, 
are certain to continue for 
mwiths. Even this fall’s ex­ 
pected bumper crops no 
longer seem likely to stabilize

situation. —Fears of a new 
wage spiral are spreading. The 
growing worry is that this 
year’s cost -of - living leap 
may trigger an explosion in u- 
nion wage settlements - a 
development that a Com­ 
merce Department official 
says would end Phase IV 
“with a bang.” 


—Surging international de­ 
mand for raw materials, caus­ 
ed by an unusual simultaneous 
boom in the economies of the 
U.S., Europe and Japan, will 
keep upward pressure under 
prices of commodities ranging 
from copper and zinc to rub­ 
ber and cotton. Any domestic 
price - control program is 


practically powerless before 
such international “ commodi­ 
ty inflation,” government 
economists believe. 
—An uneasy feeling is 
spreading that this combina­ 
tion of forces, along with the 
breakdown of the old in­ 
ternational monetary system 
and a world - wide plunge in 
investor confidence, has pro­ 
pelled the U.S. economy into 
uncharted waters. “There are 
no textbodcs on this l)ecause 
nobody’s ever been here 
before,” frets a Federal 
Reserve Board official. 
Continued price increases 
and some shortages in both 
food and raw materials are 
practically inevitable for 
months to come, if not longer. 
“ There are going to be some 
hangover shortages stemming 
from the price freeze” and af­ 
fecting such things as port. 


chickens and eggs, says a 
Com m erce Departm ent 
economist. A Cost of Living 
Coucil analysis of the second - 
half outlook predicts that pro- 
duction of cattle, hogs, 
boilers, eggs and milk will 
continue to run below the 
year - earlier levels, assuring 
tight supplies and higher 
prices. 
Administration officials who 
earlier had looked to this 
fall’s harvests for relief aren’t 
so hopeful now. “The world 
wide food shortage is just 
much worse than anybody 
comtemplated,” says an Ad­ 
ministration economist. 
The pressures for nonfood 
commodities to feed surging 
industries of the major non - 
comm unist nations are 
s i m i l a r l y strong and 
unresponsive to a domestic 
controls program. “ There’s 


not a lot the program can do 
to affect the price of zinc on 
the London metals exchange 
or what the Japanese are will­ 
ing to pay for soybeans,” 
notes a Cost of Living Council 
official. 
A top treasury official says 
the major new worry is that 
this 
uncontrollable 
“ com- 
mcxlity 
inflation” soon will 


siill over into the wage area 
and trigger a new wage - priro 
spiral. Though Administration 
men are gratified at the 
“ reasonable” level of union 
wage contracts settled so far 
this year, they’re increasingly 
skeptical that w orker’s 
d e m a n d s w i l l 
r e m a i n 
moderate in the face of cfm 
tinuing fo<Ki - price surges.

In r e f e r e nc e to t h e 
W a t e r g a t e s c a nd a l , a 
newsp ap er ed itor in Lebanon, 
Kansas, said : “Peop le d on’t 
know that mu ch abou t the 
sy stem of gov ernment, abou t 
the Constitu tion . . . I d on’t 
know where the failu re is, in 
the schools or what, bu t there 
se« ns to be a real well of 
ignorance of what the gov ern­ 
ment is all abou t.” 
Long before the facts abait 
Watergate became known, I 
was also inclined to believ e 
that the p u blic schools fail to 
d o an ad eq u ate job of teaching 
ou r c h i l d r e n “ w h a t the 
gov ernment is all abou t.” 
It seems to me that it is 
not aiou gh to “cov er” the 
C onstitu tion alm ost solely 
within the contex t of the 
A m erican R ev olu tion. How 
can stu d ents comp rehend the 
meaning of the Bill of Rights, 
for ex amp le, when, for the 
most p art, they are p rimarily 
req u ired to memorize them 
u nd er su ch general head ings 
as free sp eech, the right to 
bear arms, search and seizu re, 
etc.? 
It is not 
s u r p r i s i ng , 
therefore, that the American 
p eop le m a y not hav e u n­ 
d e r s t o o d t h e om i nou s 
forebod ing in Sen. Sam Erv in’s 
assertion that Presid ent Nix ­ 
on 
v i ol a t e d the F ou r t h 
Amend ment when he ap p rov ed 
the 1970 p lan to bu rglarize and 
p lant electr(Miic bu gs withou t 
cou rt warrants. 


And it se e m s to follow 
na tu rall y that a p resid ent
